Allies Are Disappointed. 
For a moment the allies are some­ 
what disappointed that the realiza 
tion of a great Russian victory is de­ 
nied them. 
They take some consola­ 
tion in tho fact that the German at­ 
tempt to pierce the Russian lines has 
failed and that, suffering from heavy 
losses, the Germans are compelled to 
weaken their armies elsewhere.

In closing it hen, I wish to say that 
nortnern M innesota offers an excel­ 
lent opportunity for mixed farm ing 
and particularly, in my judgm ent, for 
the production

products. 
With a balanced cropping 
system where corn, clover an (Hive 
stock) aire put in proper relation to 
grain production northern M innesota 
farmers should rn aile good progress 
and tho country d* velop into a pros­ 
perous region of hnippy homes. 
The 
facilities of climate, soil and cropping 
possibilities are all here, in m y opin­ 
ion, and th e settler has only to ar­ 
range it hem iin proper order aud give 
reasonable care to m ake his fa n n in g 
operations a complete success.

r ii up in making collections and the 
money of the association should not 
be spent in travelling expenses for 
such purpose. 
Our work dr ring the past year has 
been along the lir.es of immigration, 
publicity aud crop improvement be­ 
s e t s gi\»ng publicity to legislation 
recommended by the association. 
I know I ani safe in saying that 
at no time during the history of the 
state of Minnesota
